Feed One Twice as Much as the Other? 
By Robert Quillen 


We call this a land of equality, but there is very little equality of 
opportunity or wealth or power anywhere within its borders, and the 
tendency of our social system is to destroy the little that remains. 

If we are not a nation of classes, we/ are at least a nation of groups. 
We are specialists. And as the Englishman is born to be a lord or a 
servant, so the American’s birth into a certain group fixes the size of 
his income and the role he shall play as a citizen. 

It is foolish to argue that the individual can climb out of his native 
group—that the miner’s son can become a merchant prince and the 
farmer’s boy a senator. 

The simple fact remains that most of the miners are the sons of 
miners and most of the farmers sons of farmers. Only those who are 
unfit drop from a group that is well paid to a group whose pay is 
‘small, and only those of exceptional ability climb from one group to 
| another that is higher in the social and economic scale. 
| The ordinary individual, neither abler nor less able than the average 
|of his group, follows the calling to which he was born, : 

This is as it should be. Farmers and miners and railway brakemen 
/are no less necessary than merchants, teachers and bankers. If all farm 
‘boys should decide to study law, the next generation would go hungry. 

But this division into groups, one as necessary as the other, dooms 
part of us to be poor and without influence while others are made rich 
jand powerful. 
| 


Lawyers, by the nature of their calling, make and administer our 
laws. Other men must depend on them for justice and pfotection. 

Teachers are doomed to poverty. 

Farmers and others who produce necessities cannot hope to be rich. 


workers and cannot build great fortunes. 

Only those who gamble or buy and manufacture and sell can acquire 
great wealth. These are the owners of America. 

What then? Shall all of us-become gamblers and traders? No; the 
‘other callings are necessary. Does it follow, then, that most of us 
shall remain poor while a few become rich? 

Again, no. If the farmer is as necessary as the banker, let his re- 
ward be as great. 

That is the new deal and the new justice that men demand. The 
old rules that enriched a favored class must be abolished. Equality of 
opportunity must come to mean equal pay for equal service to society.

Pilot F. B. Kern, flying this new-type ship on its maiden 
cruise over the course, points to the speed which at this writ- 
ing happens to be 120 miles an hour. 

“The motors are lagging,”’ he says. ‘‘The normal 
cruising speed of this ship is 145 miles per hour, but we 
have not yet established the new schedule.”’ 

It seems almost impossible to real- 
ize that we are, so to speak, coasting along with idling motors 
and still making 120 miles per hour.

Under the terms of the Royal Charter of the 
trustees of the colony of Georgia, prohibition of all 
intoxicating liquors was demanded.
